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FACTS ABOUT OUR NEW DOME LOUNGE CAR: 


q The car’s floor space is divided into three areas—a cocktail lounge on one level, 
and a lounge and observation section on an upper level. The basic difference between 
our Dome car and others on various railroads is that on our car no passenger accom- 
modations are beneath either level. Every seat is a, dome seat. By covering both 
levels of the car, the tinted dome gives an unusually high-ceilinged effect and an air 
of spaciousness. The top of the dome is about 20 inches higher than the standard 


streamlined car. 

Interior decorations were designed by Maurice Sands. The color scheme is green 
throughout, the walls moss or grey green, the foam rubber seats upholstered in jade 
green and the carpeting which covers the entire floor area of the car is light green. 
@ On the upper level the seats are angled toward the window so that everyone has 
an equal view. Ashtrays are placed in the armchairs. 

@ The lower lounge side of the partition between the upper and lower lounge is 
of decorative design consisting of special nature foliage plastic panels framed in 
dark walnut. . 

@ Adjacent to the bar is the attendant’s quarters, housing a built-in upper berth, 
lockers and lavatory facilities. 

@ The 81-foot car has a total seating capacity of 64.

Sacramento Shopmen Are First to 


Ride Dome Lounge Car They Built 


IDITOR’s note: As his first assignment as newly-appointed assistant editor of the 
“Bulletin” (see page 15), Bill Robertson covered the initial trial run of our new 


Dome Lounge car whose passengers, fittingly, were the Sacramento shopmen who 
constructed it, and members of their families. They made a roundtrip, Sacramento to 
Oakland Pier, at the invitation of President D, J. Russell. Robertson’s report follows: 


RATHER nice thing happened on 
our railroad last month. The beau- 
tiful new Dome Lounge Car, rebuilt 
from a parlor observation car at the 
Sacramento Shops under the direction 
of Norman Reynolds, general foreman 
of the Passenger Car Department, was 
finished on July 23. 
But before the car was released for 
public service, the men who had built

her—the mechanics, the inside finishers, 
the schedule foreman, the electricians, 
the lead workmen, the sheet metal men, 
the air conditioners, the truck foreman— 
the ones who had crcated substance and 
beauty from design drawings given them 
by Motive Power engineers—these men 
were given the first ride on the Dome 
Lounge car (see cover). 


On a clear Saturday morning they and

their wives boarded the Dome car for 
the inaugural trip to San Francisco. 
They retarned home early in the after- 
noon on the same car and as representa- 
tive of the Bulletiv IT was privileged to 
ride along with them. 


“This car is everybody’s baby,” te 
Gencral Foreman Charles Hardy told me 
proudly. “A fine bunch of boys did a 
great job!” 

Then he pointed out several features 
of the car: the tinted arching dome that 
enables everyone in the 64-passenger car 
to have an unrestricted view of the coun- 
tryside; the green, foam rubber chairs 
on the upper leve] that are angled toward 
the windows; the ash trays built into the 
arm rests of each chair. 

Mechanic C. Oschner-sat down: beside 
me and closed his eyes ‘blissfully. “Like 
riding on a cloud,” he.said. (Which in- 
deed it is.) 

Over the voices ofthe SP’ers who were 
discussing ‘every feature of the car, 1 
could hear soft music coming from’ the 
public address’ system overhead. When 
the ‘train’ slowed to a stop T-hardly real-

ized the car suddenly was standing still. 
“You like those brakes?” Mechanic Sid 
Lindsey asked me. “Those are the new 
Budd Disc brakes—all electric. Say, why 
don’t you talk to Mr. Gregg? He can 
tell you about the air conditioning.” 


Earl Gregg, air conditioning foreman, 
37 years an SP’er at Sacramento, told 
me that a dual air conditioning system 
keeps the temperature in the car he- 

:n 72 and 80 degrees at all times. 
en cold weather comes,” he said, 
“heating coils overhead, and unit fin 
radiation for floor heat will keep the 
passengers warm as toast.” 


1 noticed the wives, in particular, were 
enjoying the trip. They were impressed 
with the thickness of the jade green car- 
peting that covers the entire floor area, 
aad with the lovely custom made furni- 
ture in the eocktail lounge. 


Mrs. Walter Hines, wife of trinumer 
foreman, said, “This has heen a wonder- 
ful outing. I’m afraid it’s going to spoil 
us for other cars, but 1 wouldn't have 
missed it for anything.” 


And Mrs. Lionel Hardy, wife of me- 
chanic Hardy, confided, “L knew they 
could build box cars, but—” she looked 
around the car proudly, “I didn’t realize 
they were also artists. They all did a 
beautiful job, don’t you think?” 


The youngest passenger aboard on this 
historic jaunt was 6-week-old Joy Fay, 
daughter of mechanic Manuel Gomez 
and wife. Jay seemed to be enjoying the 
trip immensely and the fact that she 
never cried 6nce is testimony te the 
smoothness of the ride.

‘The reccounting Department 
From an address by P. J. KENDALL, General Auditor 


HE main functions of the Account- 
ing Department might be described 


lL. Accounting, which is keeping the 
hooks and assembling data that’s 
necessary to tell our management and 
stockholders, as well as for regulatory 
bodies, where we stand; 

2. Auditing, where we check all the 
money transactions of our companies, 
audit settlements with other reads, 
and audit the cash transactions of 
employes responsible for cash; 

8. Statistics, where we compile from the 
accounts and records the reports and 
statements that primarily tell the 
management the story it wants to 
know about what's geing on. 

The Accounting Department is largely 
a service department, and nerforme 
many jobs for other departments of the 
Company. 1 can’t pass that by without 
taking the opportunity to thank all the 
other departznents for the cooperation 
that we invariably get. 

The Accounting Department is not 
just a let of figures on paper—it is 
Peorte. We have between 1600 and 1700 
people in the Pacific Lines Accounting 
Department and about 650 in the 
T&NO, 

The by-laws of the Southern Pacific 
charge the General Auditor with respon- 
sibility for the supervision and control 
of all accounting affairs of the Company. 
That includes the accounts wherever 
maintaincd- in San Francisco for Pa- 
cific Lines and other companies; general 
supervision, over accounting of the 
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T&NO, the affiliated companies, such as 
the Pacific Electric, the New York Treas- 
ury with their cash transactions and 
financial matters, and the companies 
operating in Mexico. 

The General Auditor's Office is the 
administrative office that issues instruc 
tions to all the other Accounting Depart- 
ment offices, as well as accounting and 
reporting instructions to other depart- 
ments. The Immediate Office is under the 
direct supervision of the Assistant to 
General Auditor. It includes our Meth- 
ods, Machines and Research Section, 
which has jurisdiction over the Cominit- 
tee on Forms and Methods and deals 
with unification of system practices. It 
has the responsibility fer about 7500 
forms which must be standardized and 
revised from time to time, control of all 
the nearly 11,000 office machines on Pa- 
cific Lines, and research into new and 
improved methods of handling account- 
ing and paper work generally. 


Also in the General Auditor’s Ollice is 
the Corporate Tax Bureau which pre- 
pares the federal and state income tax 
returns, 


We have three Assistant General Audi- 
tors’ Offices. One is the main supervisory 
office over the accounts of the Pacific 
Lines. In this office is also the Statistical 
Bureau, which supervises all of the Ac- 
counting Department’s work in the issu- 
ance of all statistical reports, and the 
annual reports for our stockholders. By 
the way, there’s a wealth of information 
in those reports for anyene that’s inter- 
ested in learning more about our Company 
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and its operations and affiliates. Another 
very important report which we must 
make annually is the Form A Annual 
Report to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, through which the ICC largely 
maintains the control of our accounts. 

Speaking of the statistical reports, 
sometimes a question is raised as to why 
all the reports and statements that the 
Accounting Department makes. In large 
part those reports are made for other de- 
partments, particularly Executive, Oper- 
ating and Traffic Departments. Those re- 
ports are the tools they use to improve 
their management, to see what's going 
on and where they are going. 

Another Assistant General Auditor 
has charge of the “outside companies.” 
He has general supervision over the ac- 
counts of our important separately- 
operated properties, as well as the Pa- 
cite Fruit Express, jointly owned with 
the Union Pacific. His office also repre- 
sents the General Auditor on matters 
in connection with Railway Express 
Agency, mail contracts with the govern- 
ment, and our contract with the Patlman 
Company. All of those things involve 
important financial considerations to us. 


Income Taxes 


Still another Assistant General Audi- 
tor has supervision of income tax matters 
and acts as our Accounting Department 
witness in rate and division cases before 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
abandonment of branch lines and other 
cases that require accounting testimony. 
This office handles or supervises prepa- 
ration of the federal and state income 
tax returns for the Southern Pacific 
Company and all of its 100%-owned 
affiliates. That’s a consolidated return, 
including Southern Pacific Company and 
34 other companies..A voluminous re- 
port, it contains over 300 schedules 
typed.on large size paper, so you can see 
it’s a Jittle more of a job than to make 
up your tax return. The tax work— 
everything .in connection with the tax 


returns—requires the full time all the 
year around of this Corporate Tax 
Bureau. 


Next in our Accounting Department 
organizational chart are Auditors of 
Freight Accounts, Passenger Accounts, 
Disbursements Accounts, Pay Roll Ac- 
counts, Capital Expenditures, Miscel- 
laneous Accounts and Equipment Serv- 
ice Accounts. 


Our Anditor of Freight Accounts Of- 
fice is our largest office, normally having 
about 550 employes. They do the ac- 
counting of our freight revenue, which 
currently on Pacific Lines is about $35,- 
000,000 per month, Last year our freight 
revenues for the Pacific Lines were 
around §470,000,000, System total was 
$692 million, but I'll deal generally with 
Pacific Lines figures where I mention 
figures since we are dealing with Pacific 
Lines organization here. 


Waybills by the Thousands 


Tn Freight Accounts the waybill is the 
basie document. There’s a waybili for 
each shipment, describing the shipment 
and everything in connection with it. 
You can get an idea of the volume of 
work in the Freight Accounts office when 
J tell you there are in the neighborhood 
of 400,000 waybills processed through 
that office each month. “Processing” in- 
cludes making interline settlements with 
other lines, which is one of the great 
problems in connection with freight ac- 
counting. The destination carrier is the 
settling carrier, so that ona shipment, 
for example, from New York to San 
Francisco, traveling over four or five 
railroads, we are the destination carrier. 
We make the settlement and we distrib- 
ute the settlement sheets to each of the 
carriers that have handled it en route, so 
that the revenues can be properly 
divided. That’s one of the ‘big tasks of 
the Freight Accounts office. 


Auditor of Passenger Accounts ‘Office 
is: our other large revenue office, cur-

rently handling about $3,000,000 in pas- 
senger revenue per month. In this case 
the basic document is the ticket and 
again we have to make interline settle- 
ments. It’s a little different arrangement 
from freight in that we report to other 
roads our ticket sales and they report to 
us tickets they sold that are good over 
our lines. That requires a let of auditing 
to see that the money due is reported to 
us, and in the same way the other road 
is checking on us to see that we make 
proper reports to them. 


Keeping Track of Outgo 


Our Auditor of Disbursements Office 
is the main office dealing with expenses 
of the Company. Its main function is 
auditing the payments as made and then 
assembling the figures showing the ac- 
counts to which charged. Those are 
some of our most important statistics, be- 
eause they show where the money goes. 
This office accounted last year for $422,- 
000,000 of Pacific Lines expenses, 

Under supervision of Auditor of Dis- 
bursements is a large staf of Traveling 
Accountants who go over the system to 
sec that labor, material and other 
charges are reported correctly. They 
have an important function in dealing 
with our joint facilities. That is where 
we have property we own and other 
carriers make use of under a contract 
arrangement or rental, or vice versa. 

Auditor of Pay Roll Accounts Office is 
a combination andit office and produc- 
tion office. It prepares pay rolls for two 
of our principal divisions, the Coast and 
Western Divisions, and in addition com- 
bines data for the entire Pacific Lines 
for certain reports. This office issues in- 
structions to the pay roll offices all over 
the system and has.a staff of Traveling 
Time Inspectors who go around the sys- 
tem and check computation of employes’ 
time and pay. 

There are some statistics that are 
rather interesting in connection with the 
Pay Roll Accounts. We’re.issuing about 
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62,000 pay checks twice a month, or a 
total of 124,000 checks a month. In that 
office they handle the Federal Withhold- 
ing Tax for all employes. In the year 
1953 that amounted to over $33,000,000. 
This amount was deducted from the 
earnings of 99,000 employes. That figure 
is greater than our total number of em- 
ployes because it includes those who 
were in and out of service during the 
year. To each of those 99,000, a form 
was given for filing with the government 
for income tax purposes. As December 
earnings are not computed until Janu- 
ary 10, that left 23 days to prepare and 
mail the 99,000 individual statements be- 
fore the due date. Such jobs can only 
be accomplished through use of elec- 
trically operated business machines, 
which have enabled us to speed up our 
work, meet government requirements and 
cut out a lot of tedious routine. 


Retirement Deductions 


Deductions for Railroad Retirement in 
1953 amounted to over $14,000,000. 
These deductions, plus a like amount 
paid by the Company, are remitted to 
the Collector of Internal Revenue cach 
month and a quarterly report is made to 
the Railroad Retirement Board. That’s 
another thing that is accomplished with 
the business machines. 


Next is our Auditor of Capital Ex- 
penditures. Capital Expenditures are 
those which relate generally to acquir- 
ing property as contrasted with expen- 
ditures for maintaining property already 
owned. There are many rules, issued by 
both the Company and the government, 
which apply to such handling. We must 
have detailed records for all the invest- 
ments in property, and we must have 
detailed cost records for each piece of 
equipment owned, locomotives and cars 
for depreciation and retirement pur- 
poses. Our investment in system prop- 
erty is nearly two billion dollars. The 
net increase in property in 1953 was 
eighty million dollars. ‘The investment 
in improvements since World War Il 
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to the end of 1953 was 563 million 
dollars and included 441 million dol- 
Jars for new cars and locomotives alone. 
You can see that our progressive Com- 
pany is doing everything possible to 
modernize our railroad and make it the 
best in the country. 


Auditor of Miscellancous Accounts 
Office is another important office where 
the general hooks of the Company are 
maintained and balanced. That office 
handles the accounts for the Commis- 
sary Department, the collection of all 
Company bills, Station Agents’ Ac- 
counts, Freight Claim Accounting, and 
has custody of al} our important docu- 
ments. It also has jurisdiction over the 
group of Traveling Auditors who are 
the experts on station accounts and 
travel around the railroad auditing the 
Station Agents’ accounts. 


Car Sleuths 


Auditor of Equipment Service Ac- 
counts Office keeps a record of all cars 
moved and moving over our lines and 
thus is die Car Record Office. On many 
railroads this function is performed in 
other than the Accounting Department, 
usually the Transportation Department. 
This office also makes settlements with 
the other roads for cars interchanged. 
Each railroad pays other reads $2.40 per 
day for use of their cars. This requires a 
volume of statistics and these are im- 
portant, both from the standpoint of the 
Company and the ICC, and we have to 
make many reports, 

Equipment Service Accounts is a 
highly mechanized office, with one of 
our largest business machine installa- 
tions. 

J don't know how familiar you 
people are, generally, with punchcard 
machines, but they enable us to do a 
great deal of routine detail work with 
a minimum of effert and at great speed. 


A Special or unusual feature of Ac- 
counting Department work which is 
not exactly “accounting” is at San Fran- 
cisco where all: of the record storage 
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work and the destruction of records is 
done. That goes into tremendous volume 
when you slop to think that one form, 
the wayhill form, which I previously 
mentioned, numbers 400,000 per month. 
The volume of records in storage is meas- 
ured in tons. Since these records can 
only be destroyed under ICC regula- 
tions, (the General Auditor is the au- 
thorized officer to authorize destruction) 
and must be kept for varying periods, 
others permanently, it is necessary to 
maintain extensive records to see that 
everything is handled according to 
regulations. 


We also have a Clericat Employment 
Office where all clerical applicants 
coming into the General Office go 
through for initial screening. 


Our supervision of office machines is 
a large undertaking. lt covers the en- 
tire Pacific Lines and involves many 
thousands of machines. A card record is 
kept for every machine, their transfers 
and repairs. All problems involving of- 
fice machines, installations, etc, are 
handled through that office. 


Standardized Forms 

We also have two committees handling 
our forms control and standardization 
matters. The Committee on Forms and 
Methods does the standardizing for the 
Accounting and Treasury Departments 
forms; and Stationery Ferms Commit- 
tee handles the standardization of forms 
for all other departments. That commit- 
tee, sometimes referred to as the “op- 
erating” committee, has representatives 
from Operating, Freight Traffic, Pas- 
senger Traffic and other departments, 
so when there are changes they have a 
chance te express views and get the 
best results. Our farms standardization, 
which is ‘highly important when you 
think of the many thousands of ‘forms 
that we handle, and the saving in cut- 
ting down only a little in the ‘size of .a 
form, where’ we use a million a year, 
means quite ‘a saving in’ stationery. 
Those are procedures that have’ been in 
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effect on our railroad for over half a 
century. A great deal of credit is due 
our predecessors because I} have seen 
systems of this type “introduced” by 
other companies as something new, 
while we've had them all these years. 

1 said J would mention, as a third 
heading, some of the services for other 
departments that the Accounting De- 
partment performs. in our Auditor of 
Eqiupment Service Accounts, for ex- 
ample, there is close coordination with 
our Transportation Department and our 
Freight Traffic Department, throagh 
compiling and transmitting information 
pertaining to movement of cars to on- 
line and off-line traffic representatives. 
This enables them to furnish our ship- 
pers with information required by them 
and that’s a very important function. 
We assist the Operating Department in 
working out new IBM teletype car 
ord and freight reporting procedures to 
produce greater use of present facilities 
and reduce cost of operation. 


The Auditor of Freight Accounts Of- 
fice has a number of functions where it 
cooperates and performs a service for 
other departments, including the Traffic 
Department and the Purchasing Depart- 
ment; the latter also in connection with 
shipments of Company material we pur- 
chase which is not routed over our lines 
and should he. 

Another important function of Freight 
Accounts is in assisting the Freight 
Trafic Department in preparing infor- 
mation for exhibits in hearings concern- 
ing adjustment of rates and divisions. 
We have a similar situation in Passen- 
ger Accounts, working with the Passen- 
ger Trafic Department. 

In conclusion, J will say that all 
branches of the Accounting Department 
are anxious to give service to other de- 
partments in the Company's interest and 
when they have problems there is likely 
to be somewhere in the Accounting De- 
partment information that will he of 
assistance.

Treasurer—Pacific Lines 


CCORDING to the organization 

chart, the Treasurer—Pacific Lines 

is the fellow who holds the key to the 
cash drawer, 

As you all know, it takes a lot of 
money to operate a railroad as large as 
ours, Money must be provided for oper- 
ating and maintenance expenses, plant 
improvements, taxes of yarious kinds, 
new equipment, etc. Our revenues 
should, therefore, be sufficient to meet 
these heavy expenses and provide a re- 
turn to our stockholders on their invest- 
ment in.the Company. The Treasury 
Department collects our money and 
pays it out, 
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The principal duties of the Treasurer 
—Pacific Lines are defined in Section 11 
of Article TV of the Company’s By-Laws, 
which read as follows: 

“The Treasurer—Pacific Lines (in 
San Francisco, California) shall he the 
custodian of all moneys, stocks, bonds, 
notes, and other securities owned or 
held by the Company or its subsidiaries, 
except those. held by the Treasurer, or 
held elsewhere under authority of the 
President. 

“The Treasurer—Pacific Lines is au- 
thorized to receive and to collect all 
moneys due to the Company, and to 
receipt therefor. All moneys received by 
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stale Commerce Commission regulations 
for payment of freight transportation 
charges. 

Extension of credit requires careful 
investigation of patrons’ financial sta- 
bility and continuous follow-up by 
agents after credit has been established. 
to insure payment within the prescribed 
credit. periods. Surety bonds are re- 
quired in many instances where a 
patron’s financial condition does not 
warrant extension of credit without 
bond pretection, 


Credit Committee 

The extension of credit for other than 
freight transportation charges is han- 
died by a Credit Committee, which 
consists of the Vice President—-Opera- 
tions, Viec President—System Freight 
Traffic, Vice President—Passenger Traf- 
fic, General Auditor and Treasurer 
Pacific Lines, the latter acting as Chai 


s, notes, and other important 
documents held in San Francisco are 
in the custody of Treasurer—Pacific 
Lines and are kept in a sale deposit 
vault. it requires two persons to gain 
access thereto—one from the Treasury 
Department and one from the Account- 
ing Department. The Treasury Depart- 
ment holds the combination to the outer 
doer and the Accounting Department 
has the key to the inner box. Warrants 
detailing documents deposited or with- 
drawn are required for cach visit. 


Voucher Payments 

Most of our bills are paid by a 
voucher form of check. These vouchers 
are prepared by various departments of 
the Company and, after being audited 
by the Accounting Department, are 
passed to the Treasury Department, 
where they are checked against youcher 
payable records, signed and mailed te 
payees. Treasurer’s signature is affixed 
mechanically by an electrically operated 
check-signing machine, 
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Treasury Department purchases all 
postage and documentary stamps used 
on the System, Issues are made by requi- 
sitions to Department Heads, Division 
Superintendents and to other authorized 
representatives. 


Savings Bonds purchased by officers 
and employes under the payroll alfot- 
ment plan are ordered through the 
Treasury Department on the issuing 
hank. Payroll deductions are deposited 
in a special Trustee bank account. 

We are also responsible for all safes 
on the System. Orders for safes are 
placed with us and releases are reported 
to us for disposition. The combination 
of each safe is in our possession. Repairs 
are also cleared through this depart- 
ment. 


Lost and Found 

All valuables, such as purses, money, 
wallets, jewelry, watches, ete., found on 
our property are forwarded to the Treas- 
ury Department. Every effort is made to 
locate owners. If unsuccessful, after a 
period of six months items of special 
value are appraised 10 insure reasonable 
return, and all articles are sent to the 
Unclaimed Warehouse for sale. In the 
event, however, a finder wishes to have 
an unelaimed article returned to him, 
arrangements are made to do so. 


The Accounting Department, periadi- 
cally, makes a check of the Treasury 
Department. These checks usually cover 
the verification of cash on hand, bank 
accounts, securities, stock certificates 
and postage. They are made on a sur- 
prise basis, similar to examination of 
banks, conducted by bank examiners. 
The-auditors arrive just before our clos- 
ing time and take over. 


We welcome these examinations be- 
cause the -results- assure us that our 
“house is in order’. 

I's been a pleasure to sketch, briefly, 
for you the -principal functions of the 
Treasury Department.

VERYONE'S heart goes out to han- 

dicapped children, but with SP 
employes at Coast Division's big New- 
hall Yard, San Jose, it’s a lot more than 
heart. 


Led by members of Switchmen’ 
Union of North America Lodge 101, rail- 
roaders for the past two years have heen 
unofficial “uncles” to the 70 pupils of 
Chandler Tripp School, principally cere- 
bral palsy victims. With cooperation of 
the late C, H. Koons, then gen. yardmas- 
ter, San Jose, yardmen arranged “train 
rides” aboard commute coaches heing 
serviced, Yardman T. A. “Turk” Wik 
liams’ son, Gary, now a 14-year-old jun- 
ior high honor student, was one of the 
first pupils in the school. 


By September a volunteer crew ex- 
pects to finish a well-equipped play- 
ground at the school. Under “Construc- 
tion Foreman” T. C. “Tex” Bowdoin, 
who was a T&NO section foreman be- 
fore he became-a yardman, more than 
20 SP employes have given their free 
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time, grading the farmland site, building 
a wheelchair ramp from classroom to 
play area, installing equipment donated 
or purchased with funds given hy Moffet 
Field sailors and building up an outdoor 
stage. 

Yardmaster Ed Levin, a county super- 
visor, has provided county motor equip- 
ment to augment the railroaders’ pick 
and shovel efforts.

ELENA RECIPE 


Elena has a way of fixing macaroni 
with sour cream that is really delicious. 
This is how she does it: 

Boil macaroni in salted water, drain it 
and run hot water through. Butter a 
large casserole generously, Into it put a 
layer of the hot macaroni, dot it with 
butter and cubes of Monterey cream 
cheese, then over it spoon sour cream. 
Season with salt and pepper. Repeat 
until all macaroni is used. Bake, covered, 
for 30 minutes in a moderately hot oven 
(350°). You'll need a pint of sour cream 
and a pound of the cheese for a pound 
of macaroni, to serve 8 to 10 people.

Louise Seaman of Auditor Freight Ac- 
counts, SF, has contributed several 
recipes to these pages, But her recipe 
for Olive-Filled Cheese Balls is so good, 
we can’t resist passing it along to you. 

All you do is cream together a cup of 
grated sharp Cheddar cheese and 4 
tablespoons butter, then blend in 14 cup 
flour, a dash of paprika, and salt to 
taste. Wrap a teaspoon of the dough 
around -a well-drained pitted ripe olive 
or stuffed olive, covering it completely. 
Bake in a hot oven (400°) -10 to .15 
minutes, Makes 24 balls. Serve hot, cold, 
or reheated. Very good with cold drinks. 
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SALAD TIME 


Madeline Sheffield of Long Beach 
Freight Station thinks that we should 
have more good salad recipes in these 
pages. Since she has been so willing to 
share her salad ideas with us, we are 
using one of her favorites, and sending 
her an autographed copy of “The Cali- 
fornia Cook Book.”

Madeline’s Salad Dressing. Into a 
glass jar put % cup salad oil, %4 cup 
vinegar, 14 cup catsup, 4% cup sugar, 
juice of half a lemon, 1 teaspoon pap- 
rika, 14 of a medium onion, grated, and 
a small amount of garlic salt or mashed 
garlic. Shake before using. May be 
doubled for a larger amount; will keep 
indefinitely. 


NEW VEGETABLE WAYS 


One grocer we know says that some- 
one should invent a new vegetable. We 
can’t do that, but we can pass along 
some different ways of fixing vegetables! 

Eggplant. Slice it crosswise (without 
peeling it)and broil the slices as you 


NOT HOT ENOUGH! 


T this time of year, when a lot of 
people are wishing they could do 
something about getting rid of 100° 
temperatures, the Bulletin printer 
showed how easily it can be done 
with a mere flick of the finger. 
It happened in last month's issue, 
in an “SP Family At Home” feature 


telling how to make a Date Nut Cake. 
Everything was right until it came 
to put the cake into the oven. 

“Bake in a 250° oven (moderate) 
until just done,” the recipe read. It 
should have read “350°.” 


To those ladies who called it to 
our attention, our thanks; to those 
‘whose cakes never got done, our 
apologies—The Editor. 
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would broil meat. Brush with butter as 
it broils. A low-calorie deal. 

Good Mixture. Get a package of 
frozen mixed vegetables and 2 small 
zucchini. Slice the zucchini in with the 
mixed vegetables and cook all together. 
The zucchini gives the mix a nice fresh, 
green flavor. 

Carrot Trick. Fry a cut up onion in 
butter in a skillet. Stir in 1 or 2 tea- 
spoons flour, then empty in a can of 
“stewed” tomatoes (the kind with 
chopped green pepper in them). Add a 
dash of sugar. Heat until tomatoes are 
piping hot, then add a cupful or so of 
cooked or canned sliced carrots and 
heat again. Season to taste. 


TRICKS FOR OUTDOOR 
COOKS 


Spuds. Wrap baking potatoes in 
aluminum foil (two or three to a pack- 
age) and put them onto the grill almost 
as soon as the fire is going briskly. By 
the time you're ready to grill the meat, 
potatoes should be tender. Turn fre- 
quently so they don’t burn, 


. 

For Spareribs. Good vegetable to go 
with barbecued spareribs is canned 
Chop Suey vegetable mixture. Just open 
the cans and heat the mixture in a skil- 
Jet, adding soy sauce for seasoning. In- 
cidentally, better wrap the handle of 
your skillet with heavy foil before using 
it on the grill!

Dessert. You can’t beat shortcake for 
a garden supper. One way to do is to 
make biscuits early in the day and set 
them aside. At dessert time, split and 
butter them, then put (one biscuit to a 
pan) in small aluminuncfoil pie pans. 
Set pans at edge of grill to heat, cover- 
ing all with more foil to make for even 
heating. (Don't let them burn!) Heap 
berries on warm biscuits and serve with 
light cream. Of course, you eat the short- 
cake right from those foil plates. Why 
not?
